Jn northern Ontario, Alberta, Sas 
katchewan, Manitoba and Quebec, the 
health problem is assuming a very 
serious aspect in the outlying dis 
tricts. These Indians of the unsettled 
or sparsely settled’ regions are still in 
4 primitive state, and are almost sole 
ly dependent on bunting and trapping 
for their livelihood. In former times 
the Indians had a virtual monopoly of 
the chase, and their physical well-be- 
ing wise reasonably assured, but In 
recent years (here has been an influx 
of white trappers to an extent that is 
alarming from the point of view of 
the Indians. The white trapper is more 
astute and energetie than the abori- 
sine, who cannot understand the keen 
competition to which be is utterly un- 
aceustomed. 

Dr. Scott mentions in his report (hat 
while the Indian act prohibits the par. 
Uecipation of indians in stampedes and 
pageants outside their own reserves, 
it is mest dificult to control either 
indians or municipalities, and he 
sometimes thinks a drastic measure of 
restriction might be in the interests 
of the Indians.
